The figures of births sad deaths shown in this state- 
ment for week ending the 23rd August, 1902, relate to 
185 towns with an estimated population of 24,307 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 281 and their population Is 
34,764 thousands. Thus 66% of the total number of towns 
representing 70% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 18,055 and 9,483 representing birth 
and death rates of 38,6 and 20,3 per thousand' of 
population respectively, 

(A) State* (Part* A and 0 ). — The data here relate to 
157 to wna with an estimated population of 20,062 thou- 
sands, Information about Assam, Bihar and West Bengal 
could not be inoluded. The total number of towns is 235 and 
their population is 29,570 thousands. Thus 67% of the total 
number of towns representing 71% of the total popu- 
lation is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
recorded in those towns were 15,740 and 8,465 
representing birth and death rates of 39*1 and 21 '0 par 


thousand of population respectively. The table at the eni 
gives the position by States. 

Amroha and Etawah in Uttar Pradesh were the only town 8 
which reoordod high death rates of 55.5 and 55-4 per thou- 
sand of population respectively. In Amroha, the high death 
rate was mainly duo to deaths from fevers and dysentery and 
diarrhoea and in Etawah, the high death rate was not parti- 
cularly due to any one of the specified causes. 

— The data here relate to 28 towns 
with an estimated population of 33,45 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population is 5,194 thousands. 
Thus 61 % of the total number of towns representing 64% of 
the totai population is oovered.
